An  eiluit  li;is  been  made  by  soiiii;  veiy  in- 
discreet and  badly-inlormed   j(Hirnili>'u   of 
tliis   city  10  amuse  feelings    of   aiiiniosiiy 
against  the  Biilish  and  French  leRatinns  for 
the  notices  Kent  out  on  Saturday  last  in  re- 
gard to  the  bombardment.  In  the  first  place, 
these  journals  were  guilty  ol  an  unwonhy 
trick  in  concealing  llie  fiict  that  similar  no- 
tices had  been  posted  at  the  .-\nierican  and 
German  consulates,  advising  iheir  counlr\'- 
nicn  of  the  impending  bomKirdment  and  of 
the  advisability  of  seeking  jilaccs  of  safoiv. 
In  the  second  place,  iliL^y  ignoretl  tlio  possible 
bombardment   of   the   city,    wliich    would 
certainly   have    followed    had    the   Casiello 
battery  obeyed  the  President's  orders  and 
fired   upon    the    squadriMi.     This  was  the 
emergency  which  the  foreign  representLitivcs 
were  providing  for,  and   their  action    was 
not  only  right  and  humane,    but    it  was 
fully   justified    by    the    situation.     As    for 
the     provisions    made    for     the    possible 
eventualities   of    anarchy   and    pillage    in 
the  city,    these   too  were   right  ami   justi- 
fiable.     It    may    not    be    complimentary, 
but    there    is     no     renson     for    believing 
that   the  experience  of  other  South   Ame- 
rican cities  under  bombardment  will   not 
be  repeated  here  under  like  condiiiijns.    In 
every  instance  riols  and  pillaa^e  have  followed 
the  overthrow  of  consliuited authorities,  ami 
in  more  tlian   one  instance    the    prompt 
action  of  foreign  squadrons  has  acconifilisiied 
much  in  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 
The   instructions    of    the   British   minister 
were  basetl  only  upon  a  ceriain  eventuality. 
Happily   that   emergency    has    not   arisen, 
and   may   never    ari.se,     but    the    time    to 
provide   lor  it  is   before  confusion  begins. 
Were  the  British  minister  lo  wait  until  the 
crises  comes,  he  would  be  able  to  accomplish 
nothing.     And  now,  our  excited    contem- 
poraries mus;t  permit    us   one  word    as   to 
their  theatrical   proleslalions   that   anarchy 
and    pillage    will    never   occur   here.     We 
have   thus  far  kept  a  cool  head  and  a  pa' 
of  vigilant  eyes,  and  we  must  be  permitted 
lo  say  that  no  city  in   the    world 
more  danger  of  anarchy  and  pillage,  under 
favorable    conditions,    than    Rio    de    Jan- 
eiro.    An    enormous    percentage    of    this 
population  is  of  the  character  which  turns 
out  a  terrible,   relentless  mob  whenever  the 
restraints  of  authority    are    broken   down. 
The    rank    and    file  of    the    army,   navy, 
police  and  national  guard  come  from  this 
class.     We  have  already  had  assas.si nations 
and   robberies  without  number,  and  there 
is    not    the    slightest    reason  to  dcuibl  that 
these    would    be  friglitfully  multiplied  the 
moment   authority   gives    way.     iiaziUans 
may  feel  assured' that   the  foreign  powers 
represented  here  will  do  nothing  10  ofl'end 
iheir  pride    and    honor,    but    in    such   an 
emergency  tliey  must  be  permitied  in    take 
the   precautions  which  experience  has  de- 
monstrated to  be  necessary. 


THE  NAVAL  REVOLT. 
Our  last  report  closed  widi   the    26th, 


day  of  extreme  excitement  in  the  city  be- 
cause of  the  engagements  at  the  custom- 
house and  llie  probability  of  a  genera[ 
bombardment.  Signs  were  apparent  of 
increasing  irritation  on  both  sides,  and  this 
was  enough  to  warrant  the  belief  that  the 
conflict  had  reached  a  critical  stage. 
■Through  private  sources  we  learn  that  the 
government  forces  suffered  severel)'  under 
the  fire  of  the  AquUiaban  at  the  custom 
house  on  the  25lh,  and  in  the  raids  on  the 
Saude  and  Cajii  water  fronts  on  the  night 


of  the  271I1  and  morning  of  the  i%\\\.  The 
newspapers,  however,  have  niaile  no  mention 
of  sucli  losses,  nor  has  the  government  as 
vet  announced  the  loss  of  a  single  man, 
.dihough  mention  has  frequently  been  matle 
of  rapid  firing  at  short  range.  It  would 
seem  impossilile  that  such  engagemenls 
could  occur  without  some  loss  to  liic  com- 
batants. 

From  what  we  can  gather  from  friends 
ami  spectators,  the  situation  in  Xictheroy  is 
simply  indescribable.  The  contest  nver 
the  possession  of  the  Arma^Ao  worksluiiis 
has  leil  to  ttio  destructive  bomhartlinem  of 
that  jiart  of  the  city  lying  iininevli.itelv 
bcliind  the  point,  The  people  have  been 
compelled  to  tieo  for  their  lives  and  the 
bnildings  have  been  inucli  liamaged  by  shot 
and  shell,  particulary  the  police  barracks 
lying  just  behind  the  Annai;ao  hill.  The 
general  damages,  however,  are  nut  so  great 
as  reported  by  the  pariizans  of  the  govern- 
ment. The  government  has  a  force  of 
about  2,000  men  at  that  point,  with  a  lew 
Krupp  field  pieces,  and  their  presence  is 
the  cause  oS.  the  frequent  cannonading 
wliich  we  see  from  this  side  o\  the  bav. 
The  fieet  is  evidendy  trying  to  dislodge 
tliis  force  in  order  to  secure  unmulestetl 
possession  of  the  Arinaij'ao,  and  thus 
far  apparently  without  success,  .\noilier 
friend  assures  ua  that  the  armed  forces  in 
Nictheroy  ten  days  ago  did  not  exceetl 
600  men.  .\nd  stilt  anoilier,  an  e_ve-wunoss, 
says  that  the  Arma^Ai*  h.is  lieeti  in  piissessjon 
of  the  insurgents  from  the  begniiiing,  and 
that  the  firing  is  to  keep  the  land  lorces 
away  from  the  place. 

In  atlditiou  to  this,  which  migiii  be  justi- 
fied on  military  grounds,  the  tloot  has  gone 
to  the  extreme  ol  firing  iiptni  the  Nicilieroy 
suburbs  of  S.  Domingos,  Icarahy  ami  Santa 
Rosa,  causing  some  loss  of  life,  a  consider- 
able loss  of  property  and  much  sulfering 
and  alarm  among  the  people.  There  can 
be  no  justification  for  so  barbarous  an  act, 
I'or  these  saburbs  were  defenceless  in  every 
respect.  They  hardly  had  policemen 
enough  to  keep  up  a  semlilance  of  authority 
and  could  not  possibly  have  incurred  the 
terrible  penalty  indicted  upon  them.  Tlic 
only  aggressive  act  committed  was  the 
planting  of  a  battery  of  four  guns  at  the 
open  square  in  S.  Domingos  where  a  firo 
was  opened  one  day  to  divert  the  attention 
of  the  fleet  while  llie  land  forces  made  an 
attack  on  the  marines  landed  at  the  Ar- 
ina^ao.  This,  however,  can  not  justify  llie 
wanton  attacks  subsequently  made  on  these 
residence  suburbs,  even  to  the  throwing  of 
shells  into  the  inland  suburb  of  Santa  Rosa, 
to  which  so  many  people  had  fled  forsafety. 
War  is  bad  enougli  even  in  its  most  civilized 
aspect,  but  when  itexliibitssuch  acts  as  this, 
the  savage  and  useles.s  bombardment  of  de- 
fenceless towns,  full  of  women  and  children, 
without  a  word  of  warning,  it  can  not  be 
condemned  loo  severely.  No  cause  can  be 
just  and  urgent  enough  lo  warrant  such  acts 
of  barbarity. 

The  daily  record  ol  events  since  the  26lh 
lias  become  almost  wholly  su|)pressed,  and 
it  is  tliercfore  absolutely  im[)ossible  to  make 
anything  like  a  complete  record.  The  Jor- 
nal  do  Commercio  and  Joynal do  Brazil,  un- 
der orders  from  ihe  police,  have  given  no 
information  whatever,  the  Gazcta  da  Tardc 
and  Corrcio  da  Tardc  iiave  been  closed  up 
bv  llie  police,  and  the  Gazcla  dc  Noticias 
aiid  Cidadc  do  Rio  are  giving  but  a  faint 
indication  of  the  events  transpiring  through- 
out the  city.  The  Paiz  and  Tempo,  both 
semi-official  organs,  have  been  pcrmiited  to 
fill  their  columns  wiili  falsehood  and  abuse, 
and  lo  color  every  incident  to  suit  their  own 
purposes.  For  the  impartial  observer  both 
of  these  journals  are  absolutely  worthless. 
As  our  purpose  is  that  of  recording  events 
impartially  we  find  ourselves  blocked  at 
every  step  by  this  insane  pulley  of  suppress- 
ing news  and  of  creating  history  out  of 
wanton  falsehood. 

The  government  having  relin(piislied  the 
idea  of  capturing  Ilha  das  Cobias,  there  was 
a  lull  in  hustililies  yjw  the  27th.  Business 
was  wholl)'  suspended  in  the  citj'  and  the 
streets  wore  a  more  deserted  look  than  on 
any  day  since  the  revolt  began.  The  prin- 
cipal vessels  remainetl  at  their  anchorages 
ahhough  many  of  the  smaller  vessels  kept  a 
vigilant  watch  on  the  water  front,  paiiicu- 
larlv  above  Ilha  das  Cobras.  The  situation 
was' made  more  critical  to-day  by  an  order 
from  Marshal  Floriano  to  the  shore  batteries 
to  fire  on  every  vessel  coming  within  range. 
The  executiiin  of  this  order  practically 
placed  this  cit)'  under  the  conditions  of  a 
fortified  garrison  town,  subject  to  bombard- 
ment at  any  moment  and  without  warning. 


.\  shot  from  one  of  these  small  slun-e  bat- 
teries, whose  guns  are  too  small  to  tlo  any 
real  h.trm,  might  bring  a  siorin  af  shot  and 
shell  upon  the  city  at  any  moment.  This, 
of  course,  iuLTreaseil  the  al.irm  of  those  who 
reali;;ed  the  real  meaning  of  the  President's 
order,  and  led  to  the  tinal  closing  of  many 
business  houses  wliich  had  thus  !ar  tried  to 
keep  (*pen.  There  was  a  meeting  of  many 
hankers  and  merch.inis  wIkj  ilccitletl  upon 
closing  their  esialilishments  until  the  crisis 
had  passed.  In  the  eveiiiiiL;  firing  was 
he.ird  in  Uie  diiei-tii'U  of  the  S.uiile,  caused 
by  tile  .S,  Heiito  b.itier\-  luin;;  up.Mi  tnie  K-'i 
\\w  msiugent  laiinelies.  It  lasted  but  a  shorl 
lime  ;uid' was  devoid  <^i  any  incideni  of  im- 
portance. (.)n  the  Xictheroy  sitle  a  move- 
ment ol  government  troops  ne.ir  the  Armai^Ao 
dri;w  the  lue  ot  the  ships  I'or  a  short  lime. 

Ow  the  early  morning  ^-•i  the  ^Sth  a  sharp 
engageinenl  occurred  at  the  i'onta  do  Caju, 
S,  Chrisiiiv;\'i.  which  was  visiie^l  b)'  some 
steamers  ami  launches  of  llie  squadron  for 
the  purpose  of  obiaining  coal .  One  oi  tlie 
in^ulgelU  launches,  the  Vukan,  had  suc- 
ce^sfidlv  carried  away  a  loadetl  coal  lighter 
ai  1 1  o'clock  at  ni,i;ht  nn  the  ;7tb,  lunwith- 
slaiuliiig  a  sluirp  lire  from  the  land  force.s. 
Ainuil  5130  a.m.  ihe  insiugcnts  ap|)eared  in 
force,  and  for  an  Inuir  the  liiing  was  inces- 
sant. The  land  lorces,  in  addition  to  their 
small  arms,  had  one  cannon  at  Caju  point 
and  several  field  pieces  o\\  llie  hill  in  the  Boa 
Vista  palace  grounds;  the  insurgents  used 
machine  guns  antl  quick-firing  cannon.  'I'he 
result  of  the  raid  was  that  the  insurgents 
ca|)lured  six  lighters  uf  coal  belonging  to  the 
liiazilian  Coal  ("o.,  ihe  represenlalives  of 
Messrs.  Cory  IJrothers  &-  Co.,  of  CardilT. 
Tlie  sheds  of  the  ctunpanj-  on  the  Ilha  do3 
Ferreiros  were  considerably  ihtmaged.  The 
manager  pronipllv  reported  llic  mailer  lo 
Minisier  Wyn.lhani  and  to  Capl.  Lang,  and 
then  reported  tiie  loss  lo  Messrs.  Cory  Bros, 
&  Co.  to  be  laid  before  the  I'\u-eigii  Ollice. 
Although  it  has  been  repeatedly  staleii  that 
Capi,  Lang  had  compelled  the  return  of 
the  coal,  we  can  only  say  that  no  such  de- 
mand has  been  made  and  that  the  coal  has 
not  been  relumed.  The  Foreign  Office 
has  telegraphed  that  an  investigation  will  be 
made.  As  to  casualties,  the  Pdh  of  the 
2ylh  staled  that  not  a  man  had  been  killed 
or  wounded  on  the  side  of  the  land  lorces, 
hut  our  private  advices  are  to  the  elfecl  that 
the  losses  were  heavy. 

Towani  midday  ilierc  was  a  renewal  of 
firing  at  the  Armafuo,  Nictheroy.  and  in 
tlie  afternoon  an  unsuccessful  allack  w,is 
made  on  the  Gambua  warehouses,  the  in- 
surgents being  crediti-'d  with  the  intention 
of  seizing  what  llour  they  could  linil.  As 
our  stock  is  becoming  rather  low,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  they  would  have  been  much 
disappointed  wiih  ihe  raid  had  they  suc- 
ceeded in  clfccling  a  landing  During  the 
(lay  a  large  number  of  sailing  vessels  enteretl 
llie  harbor  anchoring  below  Villegaignon 
where  they  awaited  ibe  port  visit  which  is 
no  longer  made.  Telegrams  were  to-day 
received  from  Col.  Serra  M.irlins,  Santa 
Calharina,  dated  the  2y\\\,  announcing  the 
appearance  ol  the  Rcpublka  and  Falliis  off 
the  entrance  to  that  port.  Me  fired  a  few 
shots  at  ihetn,  and  then  ihey  fled.  This 
the  gallant  colonel  very  properly  calls 
"  cowardice  !  "—if  it  really  iKqipened. 

During  the  morning  ot  the  sivtli  an  inci- 
dent occurred  on  the  bay  which  rn.iy  pos- 
sibly lead  to  serious  qiiesLions  liereaiter. 
The  unauthorized  use  of  loreigu  Hags  in 
crossing  the  bay  and  for  other  purposes,  had 
led  to  greater  vii^ilance  on  the  pait  of  the 
insurgents  and  foreign  naval  vessels.  A 
bual  being  seen  al  ihe  customary  ancrii)ragc 
of  the ///////</,/Aw  flying  the  Ihilish  llig,  a 
launch  was  seni  from  the  Briiish  llagslup  i-i 
investigate,  and  with  the  result  of  finding 
that  it  contained  a  torpedo  and  was  pre- 
l)aring  to  blow  up  the  Bra/ili-m  ironclad. 
Two  well-known  Brazilian  ufilceis  were  of 
die  parU',  an  American  named  Boynlon. 
an  Fnglishman  and  others.  1 L  is  said  iha 
the  American  Hag  was  also  used.  As  tli^ 
use  of  a  foreign  flag  to  cover  such  ai 
attempt  consiiUiles  a  serious  olleiice,  thi 
men  cajjtureLl  will  be  held  prisoners  aiu 
will  probably  be  severely  punisljed.  Ii  i 
said  that  an  infernal  machine,  in  the  shape 
of  a  book,  i»r  album,  had  been  sent  10 
Cuslodio  de  .Mello  a  few  days  previously, 
but  was  delected.  It  is  also  reported  thai 
Boynlon  lud  openly  talked  of  his  intention 
to  blow  up  the  Aqnidaban  and  of  the  large 
sum  he  was  lo  receive  fur  the  service,  stat- 
ing that  he  had  received  io,ooo$  in  advance. 
If  this  be  irue,  he  is  a  very  puur  ixqireseu- 
lalive  of  the  secret  service  guild,  for  it  is 
noL  customary  for   men    of  tliu  stamp   to 


advertise   their   intentions    in   so    public  a 
manner  as  this. 

The  2i)lli  passed  tpiielly  and  wiihonl  the 
slightest  inciilent  of  imptniance.  The  vessels 
remained  at  their  anchorages,  some  of  lliem 
taking  in  coal,  while  on  shore  there  was 
but  little  runyement.  The  business  houses 
remained  ch>sed,  aUhough  some  of  the 
semi-olficial  organs  were  condemning  them 
fir  iheir  timidity  and  lack  of  patriotism. 
Tow.U'd  evening  minors  were  again  current 
that  the  lleet  had  given  notice  of  an  inten- 
tion lo  bombard  ihe  ciiy.  and  a  notice  was 
posted  at  the  t.lerman  consulate  advising 
Germans  to  iviire  from  ihe  city,  which 
must  now  be  consiilered  a  fortified  town. 

On  S.iinrtlay  morning  notices  were  sent 
out  frcuii  die  Biilish  and  French  legations 
th;il  the  hombardmenl  of  Santa  (.'rnz  would 
begin  about  miiiday  ami  that  ihe  people  of 
those  natinnalilies  should  al  once  retire 
from  tlie  city,  .V  similar  notice  was  also 
posted  at  the  American  considate.  The 
notice  given  by  Minisier  Wyndham  has 
aroused  much  criticism  on  the  part  of  the 
government  organs,  ami  was  as  follows  :

The  exodus  from  the  city  was  prompt  and 
general,  but  comparatively  few  remaining 
after  midday.  It  was  ihe  universal  belief 
that  the  land  batteries  would  fire  on  the 
lleet,  in  accordance  with  the  rresidoni's 
orders,  auil  that  this  would  lead  lo  a  gen- 
eral bombarilment  of  the  city.  Happily 
the  Castello  ballery  had  the  sense  to  keep 
quiet  and  ihe  expected  disaster  was  not 
realized.  Owing  to  ihe  entry  ol  two  vessels 
firing  was  not  opened  on  Santa  Cm/.,  until 
nearly  %  p.m.  The  Aqi/Uibau,  Jd:\ny, 
Trajan,-'  and  Gnaiuibara  were  engaged  \i\\ 
thesitle  of  the  fieel,  and  against  them  were 
Forts  SanU  Cruz.  Lage.  S,  Jofm  an,l  a 
.  masked  ballery  on  the  wooded  hill  beliind 
the  last  namei!  fi>rl.  According  to  one  of 
the  governmenl  papers  ihe  Heel  fired  njG 
shots,  and  the  forls  about  double  that  num- 
ber in  the  two  hours  during  which  the 
engagement  lasled.  Three  or  four  shot 
were  driip[)ed  insiile  Santa  Cruz,  but  willioul 
causing  much  tiamage  as  far  as  known. 
One  .shot  sinick  Lige  and  one  shell  iell 
inside  of  S.  Jn;\o.  On  the  other  side  the 
vessels  engaged  were  not  struck  al  all, 
allhougli  bolii  ihe  Aqnidaban  and  Trajano 
had  narrow  escajies.  \Vith  the  fill  of  even- 
ing a  misly  rain  .set  in,  and  the  pantomime 
came  lo  an  eiul.  Tlie  hills  aboui  ihe  city 
were  covered  with  speclalors  who  watched 
everv  siiot  Willi  breathless  interest.  As  an 
exhibition  <;!  gunnery  it  was  not  a  success, 
but  as  the  fleet  remained  above  Villegaignon, 
the  range  was  ralher  long  lor  men  who 
have  rarely  ever  been  drilled  in  target  prac- 
tice. Hanv  "flhc  shots  fireii  by  ihe  lleet 
Iell  short,  particularly  those  from  the  yi77'.z;;y 
anil  Guanalhira.  A  lew  shots  were  fired 
into  Niciheruy  during  the  engagement.

On  Sunday  and  Monday  nothing  occurred 
worihy  of  special  mention,  beyond  the 
w.inion  attacks  made  on  \\\.i  British  ami 
French  re|-ieseiuaiives  by  the  I\iiz  and 
7\inpo,  biiih  ol  wliicli  are  doing  much  to 
exciie  the  ni.i-.ses  ag.iinst  the  foreign  resi- 
dents of  ihisciiy.  Oil  Tuesday  ihe  Paiz 
mudilied  its  Lone  somewhat,  apparently 
through  instruciions  from  the  government. 
Afler  liaving  questioned  the  motives  oi'  these 
diplomals,  liisulleil  the  French  charge  by 
saying  ihai  he  was  not  ctnnpcienl  to  meet 
the  emergency, and  reporled  ihat  complaints 
h,id  been  sent  to  Lundoii  ami  Paris,  it  was 
time  for  the  goveriiineiil  lo  interfere.  Fur 
less  cause  than  ihis  oiher  journals  have 
been  compelled  lo  suspend.  During  these 
two  days  a  fe^\'  shots  were  fired  at  Nictheroy, 
ami  a  lew  in  the  neighborhood  of  Caju,  but 
no  real  attack  was  made  on  the  land  de- 
fences. The  Aqnidaban  and  principal 
vessels  remained  al  anchor,  taking  in  coal. 
On  !Monday  it  was  definitely  known  that 
the  loreign  representalives  were  trying  lo 
arrange  an  accord  bj'  which  the  city  could  be 
iiiinected  from   bombardment,    but  it  is  not 
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property,  paiticuKuiy  in  view  uf  the  iar^'e 
lureign  pa|)Ldation  of  the  city,  hut  they  can 
not  go  beyond  the  material  ipiestion  uf 
prolection  to  life  auil  property,  Tliere  was 
but  httle  movement  on  the  hay  during  the 
day,  hut  heavy  liriag  beg.m  aboiii  8:50  in 
the  evening,  apparently  oft  the  Arma^ao. 
At  3  o'clock  this  morning  hring  recom- 
menced, but  for  ouiy  ashort  time.  Among 
the  passenger,^  on  the  R  M.  S.  Afagdalcna, 
which  arrived  here  on  the  and,  was  Senator 
Ruy  Barbosa,  en  nmU:  for  Europe.  Tlie 
Paiz  of  this  morning  says,  however,  tliat 
he  transferred  his  baggage  to  the  Aquida- 
/;(?«  yesterday  and  has  thus  lielmitely  cast 
his  lot  in  wi'ih  the  insurgents.  What  the 
ellect  of  this  step  will  be  is  yet  to  be  seen. 

As  these  ji.igcs  were  being  prepared  for 
the  press  Thursday  morning  (5th),  owing 
to  delays  in  publishing  on  Wefhiesday,  a 
short,  Hliar|)  engagement  occurred  at  the 
Gamboa,  where  the  Insurgents  were  tryhig  10 
seize  a  steamer,  01  some  lighters.  We  are  lold 
liiat  the  raid  was  successful,  and  that  some 
flour  was  capiiued.  During  the  engage- 
ment several  shells  from  the  Trajano  fell 
in  the  city,  erne  at  the  Hotel  Freitas,  one 
in  the  Largo  da  Cirioca,  and  one  in  the 
building  iiccnpieii  by  our  prinling-ofllce 
and  by  the  rooms  of  tlie  American  Bible 
Society  and  Young  Men's  Christian  Asso- 
ciation. One  of  our  compositors  had  a 
narrow  escape,  and  l!ie  roof,  walls  and  par-

Receipts 
of  kerosene  and  lard  are  small,  A  cargo  ol  Canadian  codfish 
has  nriived,  but  no  rice  h.as  come  in,  and  the  supplies  of  other 
articles  are  moderate.  As  to  c)uoiaiions,  brokers  report  every- 
thing ipiiie  nominal  pending  a  resuinptbn  of  business.  Owing 
to  the  blockade— or  what  ever  it  may  be  called— the  prices  of 
coal,  on  shore,  have  advanced  enormously,  and  welie  ar  thai 
fyr  small  lots  as  high  as  135$  per  tort  has  been  paid.
